So many people are asking what 
the difference is between: The Ed¬ 
monton Citizenship Council; The 
Canadian Citizenship Council; The 
Citizenship Branch, and The Citizen¬ 
ship Court. These definitions should 
clarify the situation for anyone who 
is confused; 

The Edmonton Citizenship Council 
is a voluntary organization consist¬ 
ing of delegates from various or¬ 
ganizations and private members 
who work to promote good citizen¬ 
ship in and around the Edmonton 
area. 

The Canadian Citizenship Council 
is also a voluntary organization, 
working in Ottawa to assist councils 
like the Edmonton Citizenship Coun¬ 
cil, but not actually working in 
specific geographic areas. (The 
Journal sometimes calls us the CCC.) 

The Citizenship Branch is a gov¬ 
ernment agency set up as an in¬ 
formation branch and to assist or¬ 
ganizations like the Edmonton Citi¬ 
zenship Council and the Canadian 
Citizenship Council. 

The Citizenship Court is the place 
where new Canadians actually go to 
take their examinations to receive 
their citizenship papers. They also 
go here to make application in the 
beginning. 

DID YDU KNOW? 

The many and varied organiza¬ 
tions in the city of Edmonton now 
have 99 beautiful flags to use in 
their programs and celebrations. A; 
part of the citizenship ceremonies 
was the presentation to the com¬ 
munity by Dr. Lazerte, president of 
the committee for the celebration of 
United Nation’s Week, of the flags 
of the member nations in the United 
Nations. Yes, these flags are the 
property of all people in the city 
of Edmonton, to be used by those 
people, and may be obtained by mak¬ 
ing application at the City Hall. The 
ladies of the churches in Edmonton 
are to be much applauded for their 
splendid work in preparing for our 
community such a wonderful sign 
for our spirit of unity and citizen¬ 
ship. The Edmonton Citizenship 
Council was pleased to be chosen 
as the organization to assist in the 
presentation of this gift. 

BETTER MILK POWDER 

Up to a few years ago, milk pow- 
$er was made in drums. Fine jets of 
milk were passed through a heated 
drum and after evaporation a thin 
layer of milk powder was scraped off 
the inside of the drum. 

The product suffered the disad¬ 
vantage that it was comparatively 
difficult to dissolve. This led to the 
adoption of atomizers. 

In an atomizer the milk is injected 
into a vacuum chamber where the 
temperature can be maintained at

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a lower level than was possible in 
the drum. 

In consequence, atomized milk 
powder is the usual form of product 
and the result has been an enormous 
expansion in Danish factories pro¬ 
ducing atomizing equipment. 

In recent years, the Danish ex¬ 
port of such equipment has been 
considerable. 

WOMEN TO THE THRONE 

The heir to the Danish throne is 
a young woman with interests un¬ 
usual for her age. She is an know¬ 
ledgeable archeologist, and with her 
grandfather. King Gustave Adolf of 
Sweden, took part in excavating a 
3,500-year-old Etruscan town in Italy. 
She is also knowledgeable in orni¬ 
thology, among other things. At the 
time she was a schoolgirl, no one 
foresaw her future role as queen 
or the change in the constitution en¬ 
abling women to succeed to the 
Danish throne. This meant that her 
education had to be given a wider 
perspective. After confirmation, she 
was taken away from school and to 
broaden her horizen, she was sent to 
a well-known girls’ school in Eng¬ 
land. On returning to Denmark, she 
took her university entrance and has 
since studied international, constitu¬ 
tional and administrative law. 

Princess Margrethe has frequently 
accompanied her parents on their 
travels and has taken part in their 
social duties. During holidays she 
has served in the women’s, corps, so 
that she might know something of 
the defence service, whose nominal 
commander-in-chief she will even¬ 
tually become. The princess has 
travelled over parts of her future 
kingdom, from Greenland to the 
South Jutland border, and as deputy 
for her father, she had had experience 
of the duties of regent, but though 
duties and responsibilities are ever 
present, and in spite of the dedica¬ 
tion which has brought her such 
wide knowledge, she has managed 
to remain a gay and lively young 
girl, for whom the Danish people 
have an equally lively affection.
